Sometime in the future, when and if the American 
people get their feet back on solid earth and begin to think 
seriously of the amazing cycle through which they are now 
passing, historians and economists will be tempted to 
speak of our present form of national administration as 
being government by fraud and deceit. 
Hitler is supposed to be the inventor of the “big lie” 
technique, which was based on the theory that if you tell 
a lie often enough and loud enough, everyone will come 
to believe it, and what everyone believes might as well 
be true.

And it’s a rank 
st. and ou trageou s frau d on the people to make them believ e 
that the gov ernment bonds are worth, say , $1 01 , when 
they might fall, if u nsu pported, to $8 0 or less on the open 
market. 
I h e second consideration is this — that Uncle Sam 
himself controls the cu rrency . 
If a priv ate corporation 
borrows 100-cent dollars, and then after a period of y ears 
pay s off with 5 0-cent dollars, it isn’t the fau lt of the com ­ 
pany that the dollar has slu mped. Bu t when Uncle Sam 
does the same, it IS his fau lt that inflation has been 
allowed to depreciate his cu rrency . 
And that brings u s to the most tragic frau d of all — 
inflation — this coldly calcu lated program of financing 
gigantic, v ote-bu y ing giv e-away s by the steady dev alu ­ 
ation of cu rrency and national credit. 
'when the bu y ing v aiu e of the face ot a gov ernment 
bond is allowed to slide down hill, what really has hap­ 
pened is that the bond is being repu diated piecemeal. 
The American people wou ld be appalled by the 
thou ght of wholesale repu diation of its war bonds and 
v ictory bonds. 
Yet there seems to be a nationwide conspiracy not 
to pay attention to the fact that this is ex actly what is 
happening, in slow motion.

Recorder of Deeds To Sell 
Real Estate Tax Stamps 


Recorder of Deeds in Pennsy l­ 
vania’s 67 
counties 
will 
be sole 
ag ents in the sale of Real Estate 
Transfer Tax Stamps, according to 
the new law which becomes effec­ 
tive on Friday . February 1st. 
Revenue Secretary Otto F. Mess- 
ner ex plained t h a t the stamps, 
furnished by the Department of 
Revenue in denominations from one 
cent up to $ 1.000, must be affix ed 
to documents of realty transfer as 
proof that the new one per cent 
state tax on the value of the prop­ 
erty has been paid at the record­ 
er’s office. 
Out of the tax collected on the 
sale, the recorder will be paid a 
commission of one-half of one per 
cent. 
The new law sets up penalties to 
both Recorder and vendor in the 
event of violation of the provisions 
of the Act. Failure of the state’s 
ag ent to collect the one per cent 
tax and to affix the tax stamps will 
draw a fine of $ 50 and costs or a 
possible 
30-day 
jail 
term. 
The 
seller of the poreptry . if he does 
not live up to the law. faces a max i­ 
mum fine of $ 500 and costs or im­ 
prisonment up to 90 day s. 
An initial supply of tax stamps, 
tog ether with instructions as to 
procedure, will be in the hands of 
Recorders of Deeds all over the 
state in ample time for their use. 
Secretary Messner said. 
It has been estimated that the 
new tax on such transfers will y ield I 
about $ 20 million in the nex t 16 
months. 
The law is part of the j 
$ 113 million revenue-raising “ pack­ 
ag e” enacted by the 1951 Leg isla-1 
ture.

The second consideration is this — that Uncle Sam 
himself controls the currency. If a private corporation 
borrows 100-cent dollars, and then after a period of years 
pays off with 50-cent dollars, it isn’t the fault of the com­ 
pany that the dollar has slumped. But when Uncle Sam 
does the same, it IS his fault that inflation has been 
( 
allowed to depreciate his currency. 
And that brings us to the most tragic fraud of all — 
inflation — this coldly calculated program of financing 
gigantic, vote-buying give-aways by the steady devalu­ 
ation of currency and national credit. 
When the buying value of the face of a government 
bond is allowed to slide down hill, what really has hap­ 
pened is that the bond is being repudiated piecemeal. 
The American people would be appalled by the 
thought of wholesale repudiation of its war bonds and 
victory bonds. 
Yet there seems to be a nationwide conspiracy not 
to pay attention to the fact that this is exactly what is 
happening, in slow motion.

Recorder of Deeds in Pennsyl­ 
vania’s 67 counties will be sole 
agents in the sale of Real Estate 
Transfer Tax Stamps, according to 
the new law which becomes effec­ 
tive on Friday, February 1st, 
Revenue Secretary Otto F. M ea­ 
ner explained t h a t the stamps, 
furnished by the Department of 
Revenue in denominations from one 
cent up to $1,000, must be affixed 
to document* of realty transfer as 
proof that the new one per cent 
state tax on the value of the prop­ 
erty has been paid at the record­ 
er’s office. 
Out of the tax collected on th#* 
sale, the recorder will be paid u 
commission of one-half of one j>er 
cent. 
The new law sets up penalties to 
both Recorder and vendor in the 
event of violation of the provisions 
of the Act. Failure of the state’s 
agent to collect the one per cent 
tax and to affix the tax stamps will 
draw a fine of $50 and costs or a 
possible 
30-day 
jail 
term. 
The 
seller of the poreptry. if he does 
not live up to the law, faces a maxi­ 
mum fine of $500 and costs or im­ 
prisonment up to 90 days. 
An initial supply of tax stamps, 
together with instructions as to 
procedure, will be in the hands of 
Recorders of Deeds all over the 
state in ample time for their use. 
Secretary Messner said.
